Karl Marx attached importance 
,to the origins of people. Philology 
applied to ancient writings re- 
veals much about the life, econo- 
my and character of the prehis- 
toric. For example, I find from 
my library that Peter Lyash- 
chenko, in his “History of the Na- 
tional Economy of Russia to the 
1917 Revolution,” writes tha’ the 
ancient Slavic dialects contained 
no such words as “brick” or 
“lime,” but the words show up 
later as borrowed from the Turk- 
ish and Greek languages. This 
reveals the ancient Slavs were 
unfamiliar with stone and brick 
construction and borrowed it 
from Byzantium and the Greeks 
~—a fact confirmed by historical 
evidence. 

Marr came along with a theory 
that refuted that of individuality 
and permanence of language 
groups. 

This idéa has spread through 
all Soviet Marxism—namely, that 
Marxism is a complete break with 
the past: It has led to all sorts of 
fantastic and ridiculous §atti- 
tudes on the part of the Soviets— 
punishment of their musicians, 
writers, architects and artists for 
being “influenced” by the United 
States and other western coun- 
tries. It explains the almost hila- 
rious Soviet claims to have in- 
vented the airplane, telephone 
and so on. 


Attack 


Now we get down to Stalin’s 
attack—as provided by Pravda 
via a transiation service: 

“. .. One might think,” Stalin 
wrote, “that before N. ¥. Marr 
there was no such thing as lin- 
@uistics. . . . Marx and Engels 
were much more modest; they 
held that their dialectical ma- 
terialism was a product of the 
development of the sciences, in- 
— philosophy, in preceding 

S, 

“We had ‘Marxists’ (says Sta- 
lin), whe asserted that the rail- 
ways which were left in our coun- 
try after the October Revolution 
were bourgeois and that it did 
not become us Marxists to use 
them; that they must be torn up 
and new ‘proletarian’ railways 
built.” 

Two years ago the Soviet prop- 
aganda minister was expelled by 
Zhdanov for connecting Soviet 
scientific development with the 
past. Zhdanov insisted Marxist 
thought, art, science and litera- 
ture must be totally independent 
of all previous thought.

ATHENS, July 4—Georgia already is prepar- 
ing for its toughest opening football game in his- 
tory dgainst mighty Maryland here Sept. 23. 

No, Wallace Butts has not violated a South- 
eastern Conference rule by assembling his play- 
ers before Sept. 1. But the Bulldogs’ “Bowl 
Master” and his coaching staff have been hard at 


work for over a week now studying the split-T 
tactics of the terrible Terrapins in movies of 


Maryland ganies. 

The Bulldogs have had little experience and 
not much success with split-T teams. They 
have played only two games against split-T ex- 
ponents: Maryland in the 1948 ‘Gator Bowl 
(20-20 tie) and Alabama last year (14-7 loss). 


What does Coach Butts think of the split-T? 
The man whose 1942 single wingback team won 
Georgia its first SEC football crown and whose 
T-formation teams of 1946 dnd 1948 repeated as 
Conference kings, comments: 

“The split-T formation is improving every 
year, and I believe one reason for this improve- 
ment is due to the split-T coaches’ incorporating 
some of the most effective regular-T plays into 
their own system. They run many regular-T 
plays with the split-T. stuff.” 


What have the movies shown Coach Butts 
about Maryland, victor over Missouri in the 
last "Gator Bow] game and generally picked by 
the experts to win the Southern Conference race 
this Fall? | , 

“Maryland has one of the great tackles in 
eollege football—Ray Krause, a 245-pound All- 
America choice last year,” says Coach Butts. 
“They have probably the best left side of a line 
in college football with Krause at left tackle, 
Elmer Wingate at left end and Bob ‘Ward at 
left guard, all three being boomed for All- 
America selection. Wingate weighs 215, stands 
6-3. 

“IT don’t believe many teams can run against 


That last statement by Coach Butts doubtless 
means that he will groom his famed aerial game, 
which has racked up most of the SEC individual 
and team offensive records, to take care of the 
Terrapins. That spells plen of pitching by 
T-quarterbacks Mal Cook, Billy Grant and Ro 
Prosperi. . 

“Maryland has a great defensive team,” con- 
tinued Coach Butts. “They set up all the touch- 
downs against Missouri in the 'Gator Bowl this 
year on defense plays: the first on an intercepted 
pass, the second and third on fumbles recov- 
ered.” 

Butts is even more worried about the Terps’ 
offense, though. , 

“The split-T emphasizes the ground attack,” 
he says, “and Jim Tatum certainly has the horses. 
His right fullback, a 215-pounder by the name of 
‘Mighty Mo’ Modzelewski, was an All-Southern 
Conference choice last year and is being boomed 
for All-America this year. Maryland has two 
outstanding runners at left half and fullback, 
too: Bob Shemonsky and Karney Scioscia. All 
three boys are juniors, which means we must 
meet ‘em again in 1951.” 

Butts meditated a moment, then turned to 
Trainer Sam Richwine, operator of the movie 
projector.

Up to date we have spent some $3,000,000,000 
in developing the bomb and in creating a stock pile against the 
time when we may be called upon to use it as a weapon of either 
defense or offense. 

During the final stages of the war with Japan we found oc- 
casion to reap a heavy dividend on the investment by dropping 
two of the bombs on Hiroshima and Nagasaki. The psychological 
effect of the devastation wrought brought a hasty end to the 
war, saving the lives of thousands of our men who would have 
been lost in the invasion of the Japanese mainland. 


: Now an opportunity is at hand to collect a 
Op Pp ortunity further dividend. We have committed our- 
selves, along with other peace-loving nations of the world, to 
carry out the mandate of the United Nations organization for re- 
storing law and order in Korea, where Communist bandit forces 
from the North have invaded the democracy. we set up in the 
Southern part of the country at the termination of the war. 

If we confine our support to Southern Korea to the conven- 
tional weapons of warfare—air cover, naval units, and land 
forces—there is no telling how long and at what costs it would 
take us to drive the Communists back to Northern Korea. Some 
indication has been given also of support to Northern Korea by 
Communist forces of China. Now that they have taken over prac- 
tically all of China, the Chinese Communists, even without the 
intervention of Russia, are in position to make our task far more 
difficult. 

Hence the suggestion that is being made by some of our 
military men. It is proposéd that we serve notice on the invading 
Communists from Northern Korea that on a certain date at a 
given place in the battle area we intend to drop one or more of 
the mighty A-bombs as a demonstration of what lays in store 
for them, if the hostilities are not ended. 

The notice would also carry warning to the Red forces of 
China, and any other country, as to what they might expect if 
they chose to send in men to aid the North Koreans. We might 
even offer qa truce to enable the invaders and any others to send 
observers to the scene to witness the devastating effects of the 
bombs we intend to let loose. 

Naturally, precautions would be taken to see that all civilians 
were cleared out of the area to be bombed. An opportunity would 
be given for everyone to get away and not be hurt, 


. After the demonstration is put on, we would 
Ultimatum then deliver an ultimatum to the invaders to 
get the hell out of South Korea or suffer the consequences of 
their own forces and home cities being blown into debris by 
similar atomic attacks. Leaders of the Red bandit forces would 
be able to see for themselves what was in store for them if they 
did not obey. Such a demonstration, it is held, would have the 
proper restraining effect on any moves in the making for sending 
Chinese Communist forces to the aid of North Korea. 

Some of our military men are known to feel that a demon- 
stration of this kind offers the most promising way of bringing 
an end to the Korean conflict. In that way we would be giying 
fair warning to the invaders. It would be an exhibition of force 
that could not fail to impress. 

Undanbtedly General MacArthur and our top military com- 
mand are already churning over some such idea in their minds. 
If by employing the atom bomb in this way we can bring an 
early end to the nasty business in Korea, it should be to our in- 
terest to do so. | 

Otherwise the conflict in Korea may drag on indefinitely, 
costing us the lives of! many of our men and much expensive 
equipment, not to mention the threat .to world peace that has 
been a disturbing factor in the situation. 

Perhaps, also, it would offer the final positive proof to the 
Russians and other disturbing. elements of the world that the 
United States means business in its efforts to give authority to 
the Uni Nations organization in its program for world peace 
and stability. 

We have the means for putting on a convincing show of the 
kind. We have sunk some $3,000,000,000 as an investment in the 
atomic bomb as a vehicle for maintaining peace and our protéc- 
tion. Now, it seems, is a proper time for us to cash in on the 
investment. :

Self-Interest Is Schuman Plan’s Hope 


‘ FRANKFURT, Germany—Despite all the fancy fluff being written about the Schuman Plan as 
the forerunner of European federation, the Plan’s best hope for success lies in hard self-interest and 


not idealism, U. S. economic experts here believe. 


Here are what skeptical well-wishers con- 
sider the major highlights and implications of 
the European steel-pooling proposal being batted 
around at the Paris conference of France, West 
Germany, Italy, Belgium, Holland and Luxem- 
bourg: 

One—Military considerations rather 
onomic integration prompted the French 
to Germany. It was: “If you can't lick 'em, 
’em.” Germans can make heavy steel for - 
ments, but the French will fabricate the 
tanks and heavy weapons, That removes France’s 
deepest fear: German military 


Two—Germany jumped at the chance 
because in the efid the Plan tosses out the 
window the restrictions of the Ruhr Inter- 
national Authority, the 11,100,000-ton limita- 
tion on steel production, and even renders 
obsolete various prohibitions of the Military 
Security Board for Germany. 


Three—The Marshall Plan took a year to get 
erganized and another to show results. The 
Schuman Plan will take much longer. It also 
faces two risks of sabotage: one is from the 
hostile British, who still must pass on it in the 
Allied High Commission for Germany; the other 
is from Soviet Russia, who can make its aban- 
donment a bait for unification of Germany. 

Four—It is ‘predicted here that if the Plan 
goes well, it will be followed by similar French- 
German mergers in chemicals and metals proc- 
essing, two fields essential to modern warfare. 

Five—Of the six Paris conferees, only France 
and Germany ¢ount obviously. Italy is along as 
window dressing and to pick up something cheap. 
The Benelux countries have to come in or face 
ruinous competition. The French hope to pinch 
off the civilian market for light steel while the 
plan goes into effect.

Six—Schuman’s idea is not new. His @¢spousal 
of it is decidedly new. Restoring French-Ger- 
man partnership is a dream left over from 
Charlemagne. Germans began proposing the 
heavy-industry merger as long as three years 
ago. Bonn Chancellor Konrad Adenauer renewed 
the suggestion in en interview with this cor- 
respondent six months ago. Schuman finally 
caught the ball and ran away with it. 


Seven—When it comes down to brass tacks, 
the mén who will be matching wits will be the 
big ownership groups—the French associates of 
Schneider-Creusot and -the Comite des Forges, 
and the German heirs of Krupp and Thyssen. 
Both can level off at 1§,000,000-ton steel capacity 
each. The French will get cheaper German coal 
and coke. The Germans will get cheaper French 
iron ore. 

Eight—French capital for competitive expan- 
sion is negligible, however. Avdilable ECA 
money is already committed to two new modern 
plants. Germany, though, has 90 percent of un- 
used ECA counterpart funds for heavy industry 
improvements. The foreign investment, market 
has also reopened. 

Nine—Low German wages are minimized 
here as a factor in equalizing working condi- 
tions between the merging economies. More of 
a problem is German insistence on trade union 
“co-determination.” This is the labor-manage- 
ment joint-participation principle. The French 
may accept this as a hedge against future nation- 
alization demands by German socialists. 

Ten—From the American viewpoint, the 
biggest danger is that the merger will turn out 
to be @ supercartel, even though the plan ve- 
hemently disclaims such intention. Yet, privately, 
neither French nor Germans give a hoot about 
decartelization or breaking up big companies 
into little ones. Only the Americans—and few of 
them—worry about it. .

Is Cool, Quiet 
On Hot Days 


By GLADYS BEVANS 

Babies feel the heat—some 
much more than others, just 
as some adults are made much 
more miserable by the heat 
than others. But there is a 
great deal that can be done 
to make the baby weather a 
hot spell happily and heaithi- 
ly. And of course, the more 
contented he is, the better off 
his mother is. 3 

Let us list a few essentials 
of Summer care for the baby: 
(a) First, he must be fed 
properly and carefully. (b) He 
must be kept clean. (c) He 
must be kept as cool as pos- 
sible. (d) And he must be 
kept rested and quiet. 

These four precautionary 
measures give the baby a sense 
of well being in Summer. Be- 
cause a baby’s body tempera- 
ture is less stable than a 
grownup’s, he ex 
discomfort from changing de- 
gree of heat. So the calmer 
and more comfortable he is, 
the less he feels the heat, the 
better his digestion, and the less 
likelihood there is of digestive 
upsets. 

The chief point, however, of 
all the four is to get fresh, 
clean milk and keep it so.~If 
you are going away where'the 
usual fine dairy service is not 
possible, find out from your 
doctor whether he wishes y@ 
to boil or pasteurize the raw 
milk that is available. - 

In hot weather you may find 
it wise to reduce the .baby’s 
food intake, giving him about 
a quarter less than usual. In 
this case cool boiled water 
should be substituted, as he 
will be thirsty. Dan’t overlook 
this fact. 

See that your baby is kept 
both cool and quiet in the warm 
weather. 

Applying common sense to 
the problem of the new baby 
in Summer, we realize, first, 
that he must be dressed light- 
ly and loosely. Outdoors a slip 
will usually be enough, besides 
his thin little shirt, diaper and 
band. In the house the slip and 
even the shirt may be cispensed 
with. 

The sun bath should never be 
given around midday—in fact, if 
the weather is extremely hot it 
may be omitted. 

As to tMe quiet that is ob- 
tained in various ways. For. one 
thing, he must have plertty of 
sleep during hot weather, both 
day and night. During an ex- 
tremely warm spell, he must 
not be excited by being held a 
lot and rocked and amused by 
fond relatives, and by being 
taken on hot journeys.

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Admittedly it is vague, if you are one to term the 
bonds of Christian faith as fragile. There are no planks 
in its platform, really ,no “points” in its charter. To many, . 
it may be a goal simply seen, shapeless and indistinct, 


But to sincere churchwomen, 
the. formation of a Warld 
Christian Community, Ecumen:- 
ity aus they call it, seems the 
only solution to whatever 
schisms rend, whatever heresies 
distress the air today. 

The war in Korea, the dis- 
patch of Marires, the hurling 
of accusations across the bor- 
ders notwithstanding, the cure 
to the evils, they believe, does 
not lie primarily in meeting 
strength with strength but in 
meeting love with love. 

The Georgia Council of 
Church Women is not a namby- 
pamby organization, overlook- 
ing the great basic problems of 
warring ideologies, frustrated 
economies and fear, but neither 
do they fee] that anything is ac- 
complished by hand wringing 
or hatred. They know world 
peace has to start someplace. 

They think of Nehemiah, a 
follower of God and-man of 
vision and how he accomplished 
great things for Jehovah with 


a group of people who “had a 
mind to work.” The people were 
exiles, living in Babylon. When 
Nehemiah told them about the 
Holy City, Jerusalem, being in 
ruins from the ravages of war, 
he aroused their loyalty and 
they were willing to go with 


him to rebuild the temple and- 


the walls. 

The people worked with 
trowel in one hand and a spear 
in the other. Nehemiah prayed, 


worked, encouraged the build- 
ers, and in due time the task 
was accomplished because “the 
people had a mind to work.” 
And they worked with one ac- 
cord, . 

The National Council of 
Churchwomen has set out to get 
a million women signed to their 
Ecumenical Register, not in the 
interest, they hasten to say, of 
uniformity, but in the interest 
of unity.

But if exercise alters develop- 
ing, will it make a double chin 
bigger? No, because exercise 
cannot grow fat. Restoring 
tone to the throat muscles im- 

oves the contour of the throat- 
ine, and holding the head erect 
keeps them firm. 

In the case of a double chin, 
diet is important only if the 
weight is above normal. The 
double chin effect is not always 
due to excess weight. Normal 
weights con have double chins 
when the muscles in that area 
are flabby. 

So whether your throatline is 
scraggly, too plump or merely 
lined, exercise, backed up with 
good head carriage, is the beauty 
measure. Done properly, exer- 
cise will not stretch the skin 
on the front of the throat. The 
technieque is to concentrate on 
moving the muscles under the 
skin.

DEAR C. V.: Can there be a 
sucessful marriage on Bob's 
terms?
